SUPREME F EADQUARTERS 
ALLIED EXPEDITIONARY 
FORCE, June 8.—(4)—American 
Heavy bombers nearly 1,000 strong 
hammered transport bottlenecks 
and airfields 100 to 150 miles be- 
hind the Normandy beachhead to- 
day as Allied landing forces 
pushed forward to join airborne 
troops and expand the newly-won 
territory along the French coast, 

Escorted by up to 500 fighters, 
Fortresses and Liberators’ struck 
at rail bridges, yards and junc- 
tions in a wide arc along the in- 
vasion battle zone, to spearhead 
air operations which continued on 
a gigantic scale throughout the 
third day of the battle for France. 


With steadily improving weath- 
er, the daylight operations were 
the greatest of the three days of 
invasion warfare. American heav- 
ies pounded rail installations over 
a wide area, at Rennes, Laval, 
Tours, Le Mans, Nantes and An- 
gers, meeting some opposition in 
the air. From one enemy forma- 
tion of 12 planes, seven were lost. 

At the same. time Marauders 
and Havocs of the Ninth Air Force 
attacked rail installations at Val- 
ognes, Vieres, Lessay, Pontaubault, 
Rennes and Laval, all on the 
Cherbourg peninsula or on rail 
lines leading to the peninsula. 
Fighters of the Ninth flew against 
thin-skinned and armored vehi- 
cles close behind the front, while 
Typhoons attacked enemy road 
traffic with rockets and stabbed 
nine miles below Caen firing on 
Nazi Tiger tanks.

On D-Day itself, after the post- 
ponement, “the weather was still 
far from good,” an Allied officer 
told Brown, “and we had to con- 
sider the possibility of a further 
postponement.” 


DECICE TO .GO AHEAD 


“It was actually possible,” he 
continued, “to put it off for a 
maximum of another 24 hours, 
but our weather forecast said that 
although the weather was bad at 
the time it would improve later. 
It was decided to go ahead.” 

For some of the Allied troops, 
many of whom had never seen 
salt water until they crossed the 
Atlantic, the channel trip was a 
more trying ordeal: than facing 
the German guns. 

During the night they lay off 
the beaches awaiting H-hour they 
were tossed and buffeted contin- 
uously by the heaving seas. There 
were victims of seasickness among 
the seamen aboard one of the PT 
boats I rode off the invasion 
beaches under command of Lieu- 
tenant Commander John D. Bul- 
keley, the hero of the Pacific. 

Riding the channel on Monday, 
the day from which-D-day was 
postponed, was -a far worse expe- 
rience. The lines of the landing 
craft became separated and the 
craft milled about like lost sheep. 
Escort vessels did a good job in 
rounding them up, however. 

It takes a little luck along with 
skill to make a successful inva- 
sion, and on Monday it looked as 
though General Eisenhower’s luck 
was running out. 

But tonight the supreme com- 
mander’s luck took a decided turn 
for the better. With today’s im- 
provement his forces will be able 
to make faster and drier landings.

‘Reds Haven’t Skimmed Surface 
Of Nazi Power, Allen Warns 


By LARRY ALLEN. 


(Just Returned From a German 
rison Camp. 


NEW YORK, June 8.—(#/)—Nazi 
Germany is slowly wit:drawing 
her armies along the eastern front 
and concentrating them behind 
powerful defense networks for an 
eventual “knock down and drag 
out” struggle with the Russians. 


No one in Germany appears to 
be alarmed over the westward 
progress of the Red army. 

On the contrary, the Germans 
have implicit confidence in Hitler 
and the German high command, 
and believe they can meet the 
threats from both east and west. 

From personal observation, from 
German officers and soldiers, from 
Russian prisoners of war and the 
German press and radio, I am con- 
vinced that the Russians haven't 
skimmed the surface of the Reich’s 
military power. 

For there is little if any evidence 
to disprove that the German ar- 
mies on the eastern front are fight- 


ing a delaying action at a mini- 
mum cost to themselves. 

In the meantime, as the Ger- 
mans continue to “disengage” and 
make “ordered and strategic” with- 
drawals, the Russians are steadily 
lengthening their lines of supply 
and communications. 

The average German says of the 
eastern front: 

“There is nothing to worry 
about. When our troops have led 
the Russians out far enough, then 
we Shall strike with great force 
and wipe out the _ Bolshevist 
hordes.” | 

Just what “far enough” is, no- 
body seems to know.

Parley Studies 
Beef Surplus 


WASHINGTON, June 8.—(4)— 
Government food officials and 
representatives of cattle  pro- 
ducers conferrdéd today on propos- 
ed revisions in beef cattle ceiling 
prices designed to encourage early 
marketings from crowded west- 
ern ranges. 


Suggested by the Office of Price 
Administration, the changes: in- 
clude: 

(1) An increase of 50 cents per 
hundred pounds in the current 
rollback subsidy rate on all classes 
of cattle. Rates now range from 50 
cents to $1.45. 


(2) A reduction, effective Sep- 
tember 4, of 50 cents per hun- 
dred pounds in the maximum 
price for lower grades of beef 
cattle. 

OPA sponsors say these changes 
—an increase in the subsidy for 
the immediate future coupled with 
a reduction to be made later in 
prices—would provide an early 
marketing incentive. 

Officials have warned that un- 
less there are heavy marketings 
this summer, processors will be 
unable to handle the flood of cat- 
tle which otherwise could be ex- 
pected next fall. 

The suggested changes are be- 
ing opposed by most cattlemen. 
They are asking that prices of 
lower and medium grades be kept 
at present levels, but that prices 
of top grades be increased $1 a 
hundred to*encourage movement 
of surplus cattle off ranges to 
midwestern feed lots. The cattle- 
men contend price regulations 
have narrowed the _ spread be- 
tween range cattle and finished 
cattle to a point that makes corn- 
belt feeding unprofitable. 

Besides the OPA, the War Food 
Administration and the Office of 
Economic Stabilization participat- 
ed in the closed conference.

Mrs. Lillyman said she was 
able to piece out from what 
Army censors left in other let-: 
ters that her husband was in 
charge of a “pathfinder”: unit 
and tha’ his duties included

Here the battle 
had ceased and both the river and 
canal spans were in our hands and 
firmly held by paratroop machine 
gunners. 

We had taken the Nazis by sur- 
prise, but they knew what was 
happening now and we could ex: 
pect their tanks at any moment. 

Then at 3:20 a. m. every Allied 
paratrooper behind the Atlantic 
wall breathed a sigh of relief as 
he heard the roar of bombers. 

Bombers coming in slow. Bomb- 

cry towing gliders toward the 
dropping ground. We watched 
them in the pale moonlight dnd 
glare of flack, unhooking and 
\then diving steeply for the earth. 


We saw one hit by ack-ack catch 
fire and fiy around for three or 
four minutes, a great ball of 
flame. We heard the crunch of 
breaking wood as gliders bounced 
on rocks. But it was hard to re- 
strain the impulse to cheer, for 
out of every glider men were pour- 
ing, with jeeps and antitank guns 
and field guns, and we knew that 
even if Nazi tanks did come we 
could hold them now.

SUPREME HEADQUARTERS 
ALLIED EXPEDITIONARY 
FORCE, June 8—(4)—General 
Eisenhower declared today in a 
confident appraisal of the first 
54 hours of the Allied invasion of 
France that his faith in the sea, 
air and ground units had been 
“completely justified” and that 
the ground forces under General 
Montgomery were “performing 
magnificently.” 

Back at his command post from 
a trip to the invasion area aboard 
a British naval vessel, the Allied 
leader. acknowledged that one 
rather strong counterattack had 
developed, but he appeared confi- 
dent that the ever-increasing Al- 
lied forces could repulse the 
} thrust. 

Correspondents at General Ei- 
senhower’s headquarters were 
told that the Allied troops had 
found scattered and well-prepared 
German field defenses in some 
sectors, but that Allied air power 
dominates the skies. 

The supreme commander was 
asked whether he was satisfied, 
and he replied with a wry grin 
that no ‘Commander is ever com- 
pletely satisfied but that the over- 
all performance of land, sea and 
air units had been magnificent. 

“My complete confidence in the 
ability of the Allied armies, na- 
vies and air forces to do all they 
are asked to do has been com- 
pletely justified,” his formal state- 
ment said. 

The feeling at his headquarters 
on D-plus-two was that no one 
could have achieved more during 
the first phase of the attack, and 
that there was a grim determina- 
tion to push through the second 
phase — which is building up 
forces to withstand a counter- 
attack. 

Of his trip to the beachhead 
yesterday he said he found things 
much as he expected. He had 
high praise for the seamanship of 
the Navy men who made the 
landings possible in far from ideal 
weather conditions and did what 
he termed a “swell job.” He 
stressed. the importance of the 
weather and its possible effect on 
all military operations.

How much longer must Ameri- 
cans listeh to all this so-called 
“learned” -stuff about the cause 
of the present World War, and a 
permanent peace to follow, with- 
out hearing more about the war’s 
real cause, also something more 
realistic about the real peace es- 
sentials? 

Doesn’t everybody know that, 
but for the world-wide financial 
depression that started in the 
early 193f’s, neither Hitler nor 
Hirohito Would likely have gone 
on the wir path? And that, if 
they had, ‘they would have been 
quickly st»pped in their tracks? 
As for that strutting Mussolini, 
doesn’t everybody know that, but 
for Hitler,*he would likely be still 
strutting bis stuff in Italy for the 
rest of a vensible world to laugh 
at? Certaifly, they do. 

Then what really caused the de- 
pression that caused the war by 
starting Hitler and Hirohito on 
the war path, taking Italy’s Bag 
o’ Wind aléng with them? I mean, 
what was.the MAIN cause, not 
the hundreds of minor contrib- 
uting causes we have heard so 
much abovt? 

Of coutse, everybody knows 
that a financial depression is 
nothing in: the world but the fail- 
ure of money to circulate nor- 
mally. They also know that, in 
the beginring of the 1930's, the 
Smoot-Hawley tariff law reduced 
American IMPORTS to a mini- 
mum.-And that, in retaliation, 30- 
odd other: nations promptly en- 
acted tarfff laws that reduced 
American -EXPORTS to a mini- 
mum. All 5f these tariff laws to- 
gether, opérating against the for- 


eign trade of all nations, quickly 


reducéd foreign trade to a mini- 
mum ove: all the earth—and 
thereby caused the world-wide 
financial depression—as naturally 
as night follows day. 

. Now, if ;the United Nations es- 
tablish weérld peace as planned, 
but at th’ same time leave all 
bars down’ for a renewal of the 
tariff wars of the 1930’s, with 
nothing bit Secretary Hull's re- 
ciprocal trade agreements to mod- 
ify such hi@ndicaps to world trade, 
who is so’dumb as to still hope 
for permanent world peace? 

Before prating too much about 
a new world union to preserve 
world peace, we had better plan 
something to preserve that union 
itself so that it may, in turn, have 
a-chance té preserve world peace.

Oné of these days, probably when the war is 
done, there will be a ceremony. 
A battered hero, perhaps the war’s greatest,

And the general will step forward and pin the ribbon of the 
Distinguished Service Order on— 

The ‘steel breast of a bulldozer. aes 

Any soldier from the Pacific will tell you very quickly that the 
real hero of the Pacific warfare is the American bulldozer. 

I’ve had a dozen or more friends from the Pacific come in for 
talks . . . Seabees, Marines, sailérs, soldiers. They talk about the 
jungle and the heat and the crafty, sinister Japanese. They talk 
about their own “characters” who kept the mén laughing in the 
face of death. They discuss wounds and snipers and beaches and 
the native women who are not at all like Dorothy Lamour. 

- But, after a while, they get around to the bulldozers. 

“Man, we hadn't been there two days before those Seabees with 
their bulldozers had put down a landing strip through jungle you 
couldn't crawl through.” ... “We took a dozen bulldozers and put 
down a strip in a day.” ... “I flew over the island and.saw the 
poor boys on the beaches. . . 
est base was so far away we couldn't stay over them very long 
because of having to go back. for fuel. I nearly fell over when, two 
days later, they ordered our squadron to base on that same island. 
I'couldn’t believe the strip was there. But when we went over, 
there it was. It wasn’t the best in the world, but there it was, And 
so help me, if two days later they didn’t have down another.... 


So ran the talk of men out of the Pacific. 


Ag I thought of all this yesterday 
ON THE BEACHHEADS when the wires ticked off a bulle- 
tin reading: 


‘United States Ninth Air Force sources indicated today the 
Allies had established landing strips in the Frénch beachhead area. 

I knew the GI Joe bulldozers had been at work. I knew they 
had plowed through rubble and dunes. I knew they had filled up 


holes made by bombs and shells. What is more, I knew they had . 


done it in a few hours. 

Landing strips on the beachhead mean much to the tremendous 
effort of the invasion, There will be more and more of them, of 
course. 

And when the town of Bayeux is stabilized there will be a bull- 
dozer putting down strips near that town. ' 

We may learn in France, as the men have learned in the Pa- 
cific, that the bulldozer is “the difference.” It was just the other 
day that a young lieutenant of Marines, fresh from two years in 
the island fighting of the Pacific, was in to cheer for the bulldozer. 

“Man,” he said, “it’s the difference. Our weapons are better, but 
they could stop us and hold us were it not for the bulldozer. It 
builds roads in a day. It puts down roads over which we can take 
artillery and tanks. You know about airstrips. It’s the bulldozer 
that is beating the Japs.” 

And so the story runs. 

Are there deep tank traps to fill? 

Call up the bulldozers, 

Is there a stream to dam? / 

Signal for the bulldozers. 

Are there old walls to pull down and a rubble-filled street to 
be cleared? 

“Where are those blank blank bulldozers?” 


ONE SOLEMN JOB The bulldozer is a ubiquitous tool of 
. war. It does many, many jobs. 

Farm boys got many of the jobs driving bulldozers. I talked 
with some last summer in visits to bomber bases in England. 
“Shucks,” said one, “Jerry has quit bombing our air bases over 
here because he found out we had the holes filled up before he 
got home. It plumb discouraged him, so he quit.” 

weny a farm boy who drove a tractor at home on the farm now 
is handling a bulldozer with almost as much skill as Fritz Kriesler 
handles a bow. They can do delicate jobs with those things, Such 
as, for instance, making a treé vibrate so fast it will pitch a Jap 
sniper out of a tree. 

It also does another-job, a solemn, melancholy one. 

It makes it possible to bury the dead decently. In time of

OF LANGUAGES, until and un- 
less one-hajf of the populations 
of the importing and exporting 
nations are able to speak the same 
language. This tariff may, of 
course, be entirely eliminated as 
between an‘ two nations of dif- 
ferent languages, by each or efther 
of them plkcing more stress on 
the teaching of the right foreign 
language in the common schools. 
No nation teed, of course, aban- 
don ‘its own mother tongue. What- 
ever the ultamate consequences of 
such a tariff. might be, it is certain 
that, since ‘the Tower of Babel 
was built, confusion of tongues 
has been as »otent a cause of wars 
as the denifl of free speech or a 
free press. .Let that tower begin 
to crumble. 

A tariff commission, under the 
United Nations, will in such case 
be needed to keep all member 
nations advised as to prevailing 
wage scales everywhere, also as 
to governmental subsidies and the 
progress of.each nation in the 
learning of foreign languages. 
This commission should also have 
the power ts hear—and decide— 
all complaints against the rate of 
tariff charged. The expense of 
such a commission for a whole 
generation Would be less than the 
expense of dne little war. 

Would a trade agreement of 
that sort, adowing every tub on 
earth to stand on its own bottom, 
be satisfactcry to that group of 
Americans new so noisily vocal in 
their demand for “free enterprise”? 
Or do they want their special 
privileges worse than they want 
permanent world peace? Let them 
answer by their acts.

This months marks the centenary of the 
Young Men’s Chfistian Association. It was in 
: June, 1844, the first such institution was estab-

Y..M. C. A,s scattered in cities all over the globe. 

It-is scarcely necessary to describe here the innumerable con- 
tributions in worth-while service the Y. M. C. A. provides for boys 
and for young men. Everyone knows that story, 

It might, however, be of somé slight interest to do a little 
personal reminiscing. 

Honest confession compels admission that my own first use of 
the Y. M. C. A. was a deceitful and lying thing. 

I was a member, in my teens, of the Y on Mount Pleasant, 
Liverpool. It was a well equipped, substantial building. However, 
the center of attraction to me was the library ahd reading rgom. 

It was not long after I had formed the habit of visiting that 
reading room at nights that I began to attend the theater, a practice 
I did not dare confess to my father, who believed the theater to 
be a stalking ground of the devil. j : 

And so, lying little cheat that I was, on some evenings when 
been a galleryite at some show, when my father happened to 
ask Where I had been, cowardice made me say “Oh, the Y. M. C. A.” 


HOME But it was whens a youngster of 19, I 
pciacuy chatnen crossed the Atlantic and found myself 


in a new and strange country, alone and dependent upon myself 
alone for the providing of food and shelter, to say nothing of com- 
panionship and interests, that the Y proved its value to me. 

On the strength of that old membership in the Liverpool Y, I 
went to the Y. M. C. A. in Toronto, the city where I was unknown 
to anyone, introduced myself and found a friend in the person of 
the secretary. I’ve completely forgotten his name, but he was very 
kind to a lonely kid. For some reason, I couldn’t get a room there, 
but he sent me to a clean, even though small, and economical place 
where I got what used to be called a hall bedroom for a very low 
weekly renfal. ' 

And he permitted me to use the Y as a central loafing place and 
gave me full access to their library and réading room. Perhaps 
he guessed I was too broke to pay any merhbership fees. Anyway, 
he never asked for any. ‘ 

Always, in those early and sufficiently bewildered days in 
Toronto, the Y was a sort of anchor to windward, a place where 
I could always be sure pf a friendly welcome from the secretary and 
dependable advice and information. 


ALWAYS REMEMBERED peewee then, circumstances which 


I couldn’t explain even to myself, 
now, have been such that I have not had much contact with the Y; 
anywhere. But I'll always remember the Toronto institution. 
I sometimes wonder how many men who later became successful 
or well-known leaders in their communities owe much of their start 
to the Y. M. C. A. 3 


Two Atlantans, when they first came to this city, green, un- . 


sophisticated country boys, lived together at the Y. M. C. A. They 
both had jobs, small in importance and in salary, but they had a 
whale of a good time. Life was good, they were young, and the 
city held fascinating experiences for lads fresh from the country. 

If I am correctly informed, their nocturnal activities were such 
their coming-home hours were deemed somewhat disgraceful by 
the then authorities at the Y, and they were requested to conf®rm 
more closely to the daily routines of thoroughly respectable folks. 

So they got mad and noved away from the Y. 

One of them, after winning fame in his chosen profession, died. 

The other is'now head of his company here, an important and 
highly successful executive. 

He has told me, more than ance, of those early days at the Y. 
And -he has said he would never have stuck out the era of small pay 
and hard labor if it hadn’t been for the friendships he formed at 
the Y and the opportunity it provided to establish interests outside 
of working hours. ! 

And he is still thankful, though he did leave somewhat huffily. 

Incidentally, he regretsrthat leaving to this day and shows his 
appreciation by not ungenérous support, financial, of the Y. 

“So some other frightened and bewildered kid can find a friendly 
home when he first comés to the big city,” he explains.

Old Days 


NEW YORK, June ‘8.—This I 
am telling you without so much 
as a suggestion of a snigger, be- 
cause we all got refined as the 
years passed and our hot young 
blood cooled, and nowadays As- 
sociated Press and United Press 
men lunch together, play cards to 
gether and, for all I know, may 
even room together. But in the 
days that I am telling you about, 
the United Press was an under- 
dog outfit and the A. P. was the 
aristocracy and this feeling ex- 
tended even to the wage slaves 
out on assignments. The A. P. 
had plenty of money and its sal- 
aries and expense accounts were 
large and the A. P. men generally 


were older, for the U. P.’s staff 
was largely composed of unmar: 


perience with enthusiasm and am- 
bition, — 

You may have noticed how po- 
lite the U. P. and its relatives 
have been to the A. P. in its re- 
cent embarrassment over the false 
flash from London on the in- 
vasion. No sneering, no leering, 
no hollering fake or the like of 
that and, probably, the hands 
have been about the same, bar- 
ring a little ribbing, perhaps. 


Different Then 


It wasn’t that way in 1918 when 
Roy Howard fired in his flash 
from Brest on the Armistice after 
Admiral Wilson had received the 
word by telephone from the em- 
bassy in Paris and gave Roy full 
permission to send it along, as 
any alert reporter would have 
done.. That, at least, had every 
mark of authenticity, whereas, in 
the present case, the A. P. seems 
to have been tbe victim of one 
of those dumb, unavoidable acci- 
dents. A girl operator, practicing 
on a telegraphic printer in Lon- 
don punched out the flash on the 
tape, contrary to standing orders 
against cold-deck matter, and for- 
got to tear it up. Twenty-five 
years ago I wouldn’t have be- 
lieved the A. P.’s explanation. I 
would have said they had punched 
out some canned flashes to save 
a few seconds in transmission, 
and the A. P. would have said.the 
same had it happened to us. 


Back in 1914 the U. P. gave the 
A. P. a licking on the death of 
Pope Pius X, and, so far as the 
record shows, the A. P. still in- 
sist that the U. 
tip or figured that he couldn’t 
live more than a few hours and 
took a chance. The A, P. never 
did find out how it happened, nor 
can I tell you entirely, but I can 
tell you that His Holiness really 
was dead when the flash was filed 
and the A. P. was very badly 
beaten. Melville Stone, the gen- 
eral manager of the A. P.,; was 
very pure and more slightly of- 
ficious about that for he even let 
it be known that he had checked 
the incoming cables from: Rome 
and elsewhere in Europe and was 
able to say that no flash had been 
received in the United States an- 
nouncing that the Pope was dead. 
Can you imagine that? ‘Checked 
other people’s messages. There- 
fore, the flash must have been 
faked in the U. P.’s office in the 
old World building—a dastardly 
proceeding, no less.

Invasion Test May Be. 
A Few Weeks Off Yet 


WASHINGTON.—Now that the great drama 
of the war—the long-awaited invasion of Europe 
—is being unfolded, the public is being warned 
against expecting a crisis in the operations until 

the German counterattack is delivered. 


The Germans, it is believed, will seek only to parry our blows 
until the main direction of our invasion thrust is determined. If 
they rush their waiting reserves to the Cherbourg-Havre sector, 
where the initial Allied landings were made, there is the danger 
of the second front breaking out in more serious proportions farther 
up the French coast, or even in the Low Countries. 


Military observers assume, therefore, that the crucial test of the 
second front will come not in the days that lie immediately ahead, 
but perhaps a few-weeks later. Both sides, in the meantime, will 
have been given timé in which to strengthen their positions. 


The important stage of the proceedings will be when the Ger- 
mans seek to throw us back—when their counterattack starts in 
earnest. Our forces, it is recalled, went through a similar crucial 
stage shortly after the Salerno and Anzio beachheads were estab 


lished. 


If we. are able to beat the German counterattack back, as we 
fully expect to, the third’and final stage of the invasion will come 
when we launch the offensive for breaking the Nazi lines. 


This latter phase, in all probability, will not come for some 
weeks. Some military men com t to judge say it may not come 
until late in July, or perhaps later. There will be the necéssity for 
marshaling our forces in France, bringing in reserves and supplies 
after all suitable beachheads have been secured and after we have 
thrown back the expected German counterattack. 


IMPONDERABLES Too many imponderables are present in all 

wars to hazard a prediction as to the out- 
come of any’ battle, but some of our highest ranking military lead- 
ers still have the feeling that once the big offensive is started in- 
side Europe we may go through the Germans much in the manner 
in which they blitzed Poland and France during the early part of 
the conflict. They are not shouting it to the housetops for fear

“of being wrong. But they are known to feel there is a strong possi- | 


bility of the war in Europe being over by the end of the present 
year. 


General Marshall himself, one of the ablest and most cautious 
of military ,commanders, is said to feel that the very best position 
the Germans will_be in by Christmas is that they will have been 
chased out of France, out of the Low Countries, out of Notway 
and Denmark, and out of the Balkans. 


In other words, he is represented as believing shat the big offen- 
sive we are preparing to launch will push the Germans back into 
their home territory before the year is over, if the army 
remains as an integrated fighting unit and does not collapse from 
the concerted blows we are now striking. 


And when that time comes, he is said to feel further, the pres 

sure of outside events will be so great on the German civilian pop 

ation that we reasonably may expect a collapse on the home 
front, though the Hitlerite army is still able to resist. 


‘Thus, according to these calculatidhs, there seems a good chance 
that the war in Europe will end one way or another before the year 
1944 passes into history. Some of the more optimistic observers 
are predicting already that the great Army we have sent to 
for the present invasion will be on its way home by spring of 1 
with only the Japs left to be dealt with in the Pacific. 


PACIFIC OUTLOOK Contrary to some of the views that 
were expressed at the time of Pearl 


Harbor,*no one in a responsible position now believes i 
the Pacific will be the long-drawn-out affair we first concei 
to be. Originally, it is recalled, we were talking ini terms of 
to-five-year war against the Japs after the downfall of the

That opinion, it may be said, is now obsoléte. The gore A yn 
of our naval power and the striking gains we have in the 
Pacific have forced a revision in the earlier estimates.

Whatever may be the outcome of the sublime adventure the 
Allies have undertaken in launching the long-delayed second frant, 
it starts with great promise. We encountéred nothi like the 
difficulties we had expected, and our losses in ships men and 
planes have been, up to this writing, so negligible as to be startling. 

The months ahead will be filled with drama. The military de 


. cisions to be reached will be among the most momentous in all

From my observation, the west 


coast talks in a rather hard, 
slurred way, with very prominent 
“R’s”; the center part around Chi- 
cago is more like the Australian 
accent possibly than an#where— 
due perhaps to a large percentage 
of Scottish settlers, as in Austra- 
lia. -I like their soft, pleasant 
tones. The Bostonians incline 
more toward the English, but 
there is one peculiarity they have, 
of saying tahk (a long “a’’) for 
talk. That is quite common. Then 
the New Yorkers—theirs is on 
its own, a blend of Cockney, Jew, 
and every other conglomeration; 
you know it—‘“Toity-toid”—and it 
is unbelievably so. The Virginian 
accent is rather an _ aristocratic 
English type of voice, and how 
proudly (or unconsciously?) do 
they sound their oat for out! The 
south again is very definitely dif- 
ferent. People rather sing their 
phrases, in a manner similar to the 
Celtic tongue—but they haven't 
the vigor of the Celts, drawling 
instead. It is quite attractive, and 
sometimes picturesque. 


The Australian who has not 
been made conscious of his ac- 
cent and had it drilled out of him 
—that is, with the typical Austra- 
lian voice—speaks with little ac- 
cent im certain vowel sounds— 
and of course he has a highly de- 
licious slang. The Australians 
are a mixture mainly of English 
(particularly cockney) and Scot- 
tish, and very evident are these 
twangs. I can remember my Eng- 
lish headmistress at school saying 
sarcastically, ‘“Lidies and bibies!”’ 
Poor Mrs. Hartland—but she 
stuck to it. My brother as a small 
boy would never say “it” but “ut,” 
to the horror of my English aunts.

‘FIGHTING Ist’ 
FIRST AGAIN 


American Regulars 
Saved Africa; Now 
Spearhead Invasion 


By HAL BOYLE, 

LONDON, Friday, June 9.—(F) | 
Two of the toughest, hardest-fight- | 
ing divisions in the American and 
British armies—the famous Amet- | 
ican First Infantry Division and | 
Britain’s renowned 50th Northum.- | 
brian Division—are cracking the | 
Germans again side by side, this | 
time on the fields and beaches of | 
French Normandy. 

Headquarters officially announce: | 
ed today that these divisions, the | 
First, once a part of the Fifth U.S. 
Army, and the Northumbrian, an | 
important cog in the British Eighth | 
Army, spearheaded the Allied in- | 
vasion from the sea and made ex- | 
cellent progress after smashing | 
enemy counterattacks. 

Most of the boys in the First | 
originally came from the east, in- | 
cluding hundreds from Brooklyn, | 
but it has had so many replace- 
ments. that it now is an all-Ameri- 
ca division. 

It is the third time these wise- 
cracking American and their slow- | 
talking buddies 
north lake country have muddied 
Nazi battle plans together. 
FOUGHT IN AFRICA 

First it was in the deserts of | 
North Africa, then the mountains | 
of Sicily. Now they’re battling 
shoulder to shoulder again on 
France’s coastal plain. 

The sturdy Northumbrians have | 
gone a long way since they left | 
their windy pastures to battle Eng: | 
land’s foe. They fought in France | 
‘and Flanders and their rocky stand 
at Arras and along the Ypres-Co- 
'mines canal gave other British and 
French troops precious time for | 
the epic Dunkirk withdrawal. | 
They  back-stopped' withdrawal 
of the South Africans to Tobruk | 
during Rommel’s last great plunge | 
in Libya and then saved them- 
selves by a spectacular frorital 
‘break through the German lines 


‘and a wide sweep back to rejoin 
the Eighth Army on Egypt's bor- 
ders. Then they helped pursue the 
Nazis across Africa, Sicily and into 
Italy. 

No less able, the American First 
Division for many weary battles 
in Tunisia was the only infantry 
force on the American front to 
prevent a Nazi breakthrough. A 
German colonel once paid it this 
grudging tribute: 

“The work of this division’s in- 
fantry and artillery is worthy of 
the best army in the world.” 

The division, then under com- 
mand of Major General Terry 
Allen, now back in the United 
States with another command, 
landed in North Africa Novem- 
ber 8, 1942. 

Ask any man in the First Di- 
vision who saved the American | 
Army at Kasserine Pass and) 
threw back the Germans, and his | 
‘answer invariably will be: “Why, 
the First Division, of course. Who | 
else?” | 

After slamming back Rommel’s | 
‘last desperate try to break out 
.of the Allied encirclement in Tu- 
'nisia the Doughboys helped in bat- 
'tles which broke the German hold 
on Mateur and Bizerte and ended 
Hitler’s North African hopes. 


STOPPED GOERING’S PRIDE 

| Landing in Sicily less than two 
months afterward, the First’s bat- 
tle-wise men caught a German 
'tank drive full tilt in the battle 
|of the beaches and stopped the 
'Hermann Goering troops less than 
1000 yards from the landing 
craft. In the next 37 days the 
division captured 18 towns from 
German troops. 

The division landed in England 
November 7, 1943, just one day 
less than a year from the day they 
hit the beaches at Oran. 

Its total battle casualties before 
the present engagement have been 
announced as 6,885. 

The “Fighting First” Division 
was the first American division 
into action in France in World 
War I.

Off in Albany — 


ALBANY, Ga., June 8.—Poul- 
try production in Dougherty coun | 
ty has decreased by more than 30 
per cent of the 1943 production, 
in the opinion of County Agent J. 
C. Richardson, and a number of 
Albany citizens. The decrease ap- 
plies not only to the rural sections, 
but to Albany as well. 

In 1943 Albany families were 


rushing to get brooder houses | 
made at this time of the year, and | 
many had frying-size chickens well 
on their way to the pan. This year 
only a limited number of urban 
families have chicks. It is gener- 
ally agreed that the high price of 
feed is partially to blame, and 
some think the decrease is caused 
by the fact that “the new has 
worn off.” 

Victory gardening has suffered 
the same fate as chicks, because 
there are few of them. Rural fam- 
ilies have gardens as usual, and 
many urban families have gar- 
dens, but the total acreage has 
decreased. Numbers of families 
have plenty of vegetables on their 
shelves that were canned last year.

War Housing 
Tenants Howl 


Protesting rental charges and 
lack of conveniences in their 
homes, tenants of the Loring 
Heights war housing project here 
have appealed to the FHA and the 
OPA for relief. : 

Tenants of the 92 homes opened 
early this year just off Peachtree 
street and owned by the Fred S. 
Wilson and James A. Henderson 
Construction Company, Inc.; Ma- 
rietta, met last night to adopt a 
resolution demanding action. 

Signed by Raymond W. Martin, 
group chairman and other tenants, 
the petition asked immediate in- 
spection of the houses by the FHA 
to determine if they meet specifi- 
cations. 

The OPA was asked to inspect 
the federally financed project 
with a view of lowering rents be- 
cause the houses do not contain 
facilities promised at the time of 
renting. 

The tenants charged that the 
heating systems in the two- and 
three-bedroom homes, wh:ca rent 
for $57.50 per month and are oc- 
cupied only by war workers, ere 
inadequate and improperly in- 
stalled. ‘ 

They further asserted that in- 
teriors of the houses are incom- 
plete, that screens were not fit- 
ted, that incomplete grading of 
yards and lack of drainage are 
injurious to health, and that un- 
moved debris in the yards is a 
dangerous hazard. 

The petition also charged the 
landlords with failure to comply 
with agreements made to ceduct 
from rent money spent on im- 
provements by tenants, and faii- 
ure to erect passageways from the 
streets to the houses, some of 
which are located on embank- 
ments. 


Noted Pastor, 
Ex-Slave, Dies

Dr. Edward Randolph Carter, 
pastor of Friendship Baptist 
church since April 1882, and dean 
of Atlanta’s Negro pastors, died at 
his home, 525 Tatnall street, S. W., 
yesterday evening. 

Dr. Carter’s last public service, 
climaxing a notable career of 62 
years, was the’ prayer which he 
composed and which I read over 
WGST on the statewide prayer 
meeting as a part of our D-Day 
observance in Atlanta. 

Born in Athens, Ga., in 1858, 
of slave parents, Dr. Carter 
learned the trade of making shoes. 
He came to Atlanta in 1879, en- 
couraged by his friend, Henry W. 
Grady. 

Taking advantage of every op- 
portunity to get an _ education, 
young Carter continued his trade 
as a cobbler, and began preach- 
ing in his ’teens. He was called to 
the pastorate of the Friendship 
Baptist church. He began his min- 
istry with this mother church of 
Negro Baptists in Atlanta in 1882. 

Within a few years he was rec- 
ognized as one of the leading Ne- 
gro ministers of the nation, He 
was called to outstanding churches 
in Chicago, Philadelphia, 


cities, 
Carter once said to me, “that 
had not lost anything up there— 
that Atlanta and Georgia had been 
good to me, and here I would serve 
to the end of my days.” 

Dr. Carter delighted to tell of 
an occasion when Henry W. Grady 
was to deliver one of his temper- 
ance addresses in Atlanta, and 
called Dr, Carter to come to sit 
with him on the platform. 

He was one of the founders of 
the Baptist World Alliance in 
London in 1905. He served con- 
tinuously on its executive com- 
mittee until his strength would no 
longer permit him to make long 
journeys. 

One of the most eloquent 
preachers of his day, Dr, Carter 
was invited to fill some world-fa- 
mous pulpits, including Spurgeon’s 
Tabernacle in London, and Mac- 
laren’s pulpit in Manchester, Eng. 
On one occasion he baptized 550 
people into the fellowship of 
Friendship church, 

Perhaps the most dramatic inci- 
dent in Dr. Carter’s distinguished 
career was the occasion at the 
Municipal auditorium in April, 
1942, when 5,000 people, mostly 
of the white race, assembled to 
célebrate his 60th anniversary as 
pastor of Friendship church, Dr, 
George W. Truett delivered the 
anniversary sermon and messages 
were read from President Roose- 
velt, Senator George and other 
leaders.

To Have Section 
For Soldiers 


WINDER, Ga., June 8.—At the 
request of the civic and patriotic 
clubs and other organizations of 
Winder, about 15 in all, the mayor 


and council of Winder have unan- 
imously agreed to set aside a por- 
tion of the city cemetery as a per- 
manent burial place for veterans 
of World War TI. 

W. M. Holsenbeck, originator 
of the idea of a Memorial cem- 
etery, was asked to serve on a 
committee of five as chairman, 
and to suggest four other mem- 
bers to the council to serve with 
him on a permanent, or self-per- 
petuating, committee to select the 
plot of ground and look after it. 
He has selected J. Roy Jackson, 
J. G, Ouzts, T. V. Henson and I. E. 
Jackson, and these five men were 
elected by the city council at the 
last meeting. 

The committee has held its or- 
ganization meeting with W. M. 
Holsenbeck, president; T. Vernon 
Henson, vice president, and I. E. 
Jackson, secretary-treasurer. They 
selected a part of the cemetery 
located between two drives near 
the entrance. The plot covers ap- 
proximately 4,000 square feet and 
can be enlarged if conditions re- 
quire. The grounds will be deed- 
ed to the committee and will be 
known as World War II Memorial 
cemetery. H,. T, Flanigan, chair- 
man of the board of cotinty com- 
missioners, has agreed for the 
county to grade the ground and 
put it in suitable shape, and J. 
Roy Jackson, contractor, has 
agreed to assist in this work. 

The purpose of the organization 
is to have a place for burial of 
those who served from Barrow 
county in the present war, whose 
family or friends make request 
that their remains be placed in 
this plot.

“The Civil Aeronautics Author- 
ity will close out its training pro- 
gram for the Army on June 30, 
releasing 560 planes for sale,” C. 
W. Clifford, superintendent of the 
war training program of CAA, 
said. “By August, we will close 
out the naval training program, re- 
leasing an additional 140 planes.” 
“GOOD MONEY” 

These ‘planes, Clifford explain- 
ed, were bought from civilians 
two and three years ago by the 
Defense Plants Corporation, 
branch of the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation. The CAA rent- 
ed the planes from the corpora- 
tion, and, in turn, the CAA léased 
the planes to contractors training 
fliers.for the Army and Navy. 


“The . government is_ getting 
good money out of these planes,” 
Clifford said. “In addition to all 
this rent paid while the planes 
were in use, we are selling these 
planes for the Defense Plants Cor- 
poration at a good price.” 

The planes are first offered to 
their original owners. Then they 
are offered to the lessees. If neith- 
er wants them, at OPA ceiling 
prices, the CAA asks for bids. So 
far, sales have been made in 18 
states, from as far away as Michi- 
gan and Texas. 

KEEP MACHINERY HERE 

While the planes are the first 
war products to be turned back 
into civilian channek, the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation re- 
gional office here is making plans 
to dispose of millions of dollars 
worth of war plant equipment 
when the reconversion period 
comes. 


Editors, civic leaders, mayors 
and state planning groups are 
working to keep this machinery 
in the south to balance Dixie’s 


\ agriculture with industry. 


“It will be the grandest oppor- 
tunity in history for the south to 
become industralized,” M. E. Ev- 
erett, regional manager of the Re- 
construction Finance Corporatjon, 
observed. “We have lived on cot- 
ton, corn and peanuts so long, and 
now we.can use this equipment— 
already located here by the war 
—to industrialize our section of 
the country. It is an opportunity 
we should not pass up.” 


Always known to have the raw 
materials for manufacturing, the 
south today has the skilled work- 
ers—thanks to the war training 
programs during the past two 
years, Everett said. 

Everett Said the RFC, through 
its Surplus War Properties di- 
vision, would try to keep the war 
plant equipment in its present lo- 
cations in the south as far as pos- 
| Sible. First option to buy the 
machinery will be offered to the 
present -lessor of this government 
equipment, he stated.

Maniacal Dreams Separate Us, 


Dad Writes on 


By CELESTINE SIBLEY. ' 

A little boy in. Atlanta cele- 
brating his first birthday on mo- 
mentous. D-Day may preserve the 
rest of his life a poignant remind- 
er of World War II—a birthday 
letter written to him by his father 
from an aircraft carrier some- 
where in the Pacific. 


Walter Winn Jr., well-known 
young Atlanta photographer, for- 
merly on the regional staff of the 
National Youth Administration 
here, left his six-month-old son, 
“Butch,” shortly before Christ- 
mas. 

But one warm, night in May 
his mind was on the fair-haired 
boy who was soon to celebrate his 
birthday, and Photographer’ s Mate 
Winn taking pen in hand wrote 
on thin airmail paper: 

DAD LOOKS AHEAD

Atlantic Wall 
Called ‘Bluff’

WITH THE ALLIED INVAD- 
ING FORCES IN FRANCE, June 
8—The so-called Atlantic wall 
along this coast constitutes the 
biggest bluff of the whole war, for 
it simply does not exist.

WASHINGTON, June 8.—(4)— 
In a move which would curtail 
publicity privileges of Yugoslav 
wenerai Draja Mihailovic in this 
country, the Justice Department 
has asked that the Yugoslav pub- 
lic relations agent in New York 
be. removed from the United Na- 
tions preferred list. 

Attorney General Biddle recom- 
mended the action in a letter to 
Secretary of State Hull, it -was 
learned today. The alien registra- 
tion act requires State Depart- 
ment approval before agents are 
transferred to or from the list. 

The agent involved is Miloye N. 
Sokitch, registered with the Jus- 
tice Department as the official 
publicity agent for the Yugoslav 
government. He distributes Mihail- 
ovic bulletins and communiques in 


this country. 


The United Nations preferred 
list is a group of registered agents 
of Allied governments who have 
certain privileges not accorded 
other agents, including the right 
to have their registration kept 
confidential. 


Fleet Beats Off 


Nazi Advance

ABOARD H. M. S. SCORPION, 
June’ 8.—(4)—Strongly-reinforced 
German detachments pinned 
down advanced Allied units in 


this area last evening and threw 
them out of two localities by de- 
termined counterattacks. The Al- 
lied position appeared critical. 

From the bridge of this destroy- 
er’ I watched the great British 
battlewagon H. M. S. Rodney 
move majestically to a point di- 
rectly opposite the threatened 
area, Her big 16-inch guns began 
to belch smoke and fire. The 
force of the concussions pressed 
against our faces and shook this 
ship like a terrier as scores of 
2,000-pound shells hurtled into the 
German strong points. 

The British Cruiser H. M. S. 
Mauritius and the Norwegian 
destroyer Stord joined the attack 
at the request of the Armed 
Forces. They bombarded two 
houses on the coast. I watched 
the shell bursts creep up the 
beach. When the ships found the 
range, they poured hundreds of 
shells into the houses until they 
were enveloped in smoke and 
dust. 

Then British troops advanced 
through the shell holes and recap- 
tured the localities they had lost. 

The seafront of the little town 
off which we are patrolling today 
resembles one of the world’s thriv- 
ing ports. Hundreds of craft, in- 
cluding more than 30 big mer- 
chant vessels and LST’s are 
crowded along the beach. 

The weather is ideal for land- 
ing reinforcements. Allied fighter 
planes buzz helter-skelter through 
the azure sky line a swarm of 
flies, . 


Stimson Warns)! 


Of Nazi Fury 


WASHINGTON, June 8.—(?)— 
The Allies’ seizure of a foothold in 


France was hailed as a “great ac- 
complishment” by Secretary of 
War Stimson today, but he tem- 
pered his assessment of gratifying 
progress with a warning that “only 
the first hurdje has been taken.” 

Germany's real strength in 
France is in the mobile armies 
concentrated inland, Stimson said, 
and until the Nazi high command 
reaches a decision on the power 
and main direction of the Allied 
attack, this defense force will not 
be committed. 

Stimson.reported to a news con- 
ference that some of the various 
beachheads on the coast of Nor- 
mandy have been widened and 
united, and the coastal forces and 
the airborne units which attacked 
well inland have made contact in 
some places. But, he said, it 
“would be bad indeed if we per- 
mitted super-optimism to run 
away with us.” 

“German troops are established 
in northern France in great num- 
bers,” he said. 

“Their air force has certainly 
not yet been driven from the skies. 
Their military command has plans 
of action which are undoubtedly 
beginning to move. We must look 
for the full fury of savage coun- 
terattacks in force at an early mo- 
ment.” 

Nevertheless, his report contain- 
ed these statements of solid ac- 
complishment: 

1. The coastal defenses are 
pierced; troops and equipment are 
pouring ashore continually. 

2. The Allies dominate the sea 
and the air in the battle zone. 

3. The greatest airborne opera- 
tion ever undertaken, with 1,000 
planes participating, put ground 
troops on Norman soil well be- 
hind the coastal zone to cut com- 
munications, destroy supply dumps 
and seize centers from which to 
aid the beachhead forces.
